The Historical Society for the Preservation of the Swedish- 
Finnish Heritage was organized in i991 and has an active 
informational exchange program with similar societies in 
Finland. The SFHS is sponsored by the Order of Runebcrg 
LodgcFToi 10 i, Bethany Lutheran Church, Seattle, WA, and 
affiliated with the Vasa Finland Genealogical Society. 

Emigration from the Swedish speaking section of Finland, 
primarily Ostxobothnia, to North America begaii in earnest 
around 1870. The majority of these so-called 
“FinlandssvenskaT settled in northern areas of the United
